23, 20, The 
Scripture tells us that Jehojedab with the reſt brought young King Joaſh, 
newly crowned in the Temple, from the Houle ot the Lord: that is, the in- 
ner Court, where he was crowned and anointed neer his royal pillar, as we 
have before obſet ved, and then being brought into the outward Court, 
they came with him through che high-Gate into the Kings Hou'e, where 
the immediate connexion of che Kings Houſe ſeems to imply, that the 
High-Gate, ſo called, of the Temple, was that which was neereſt to the 
Kings Houſe, There are two probabilities ro frengthen this conceit. 
Firſt, that it was called the high-Gare,becauſe fituate on the higheſt ground 
of Moriah: which was at the Weſt end of the Temple: ſo confeſſed by 
all. Secondly, the Eaſtern Gate though pompous, yet it's obſerved by Dr, 
Lightfoot that its Battlements were made low, that the Prieſt on the Ex- Temple ſer- 
piation day, on Mount Olivet, might behold the Porch of the Temple.

He ſays, 
a little before, that he was a grave Hiſtorian, and an Eye-witneſs, and yet 
preſencly that he is ſuch a ſlippery fellow, that when you do moſt confide, 
in having attaĩned the true lenſe of his mind, He flips like an Eele through 
your fingers: Almoſtas bad as that Stigma impreſt upon another Author, 
which 1 have heard of; He was a good Hiſſorian, but that he wanted truth. 
Jo let paſs then the modern Opinions of ſome few that ſlip down the de- 
clivity after Ribera for want of Courts and Walls, as having no plain Foun-

His famoos Building, being thus famouſly hanſell'd and houſe- 
wurm d with fo many fat Burnt- Offerings, we will account its 
cominuance not from the Foundations firſt lay ing, when it was 
yer an imperfe& Embryo : but from the 23 day of the moneth, 
Ethanizs im the Julian Lear, 3710. or of the World, 3001. which day, ac- 
cording to our Anchor, being co-incident with the 14th day of the Julian 
; and being the ſecond Sabbath of the Year ef Jubilee 
now begun, [For the firft was one of the days of Trbernacles] ſhall be the fitſt 
ne day of the Temple, and keepiug houſe upon its own Revenues, 
apart from rheſc grand and ſolemn Feſſivals, being united for the more Au- 
ouſt and noble Celebration of irs Dedication, From which day, till che 
Tear of the lame Julian Period, 4126, Avg. 27. being the Sabbath alſo, 
it flood four hundred and fifreen years, two. hundred and bib five days, 
according to the Julian Account; which I ſhall briefly exbibit in this La-

There is none of the Saints gone into Heaven with body and ſoul together, and 
continue there in ſo complear a ſtate of happineſs poſſibly, as they ſhall be after 
the Day of Jadgmenr. His glorified body only is in the moſt holy place, ſitting 
at the right hand of God. Here we might move a Queſtion about 'Zxocb, E-

they ſhall receive a further ſtate of perfeRion at the Reſurrection, ſeeing 
Chriſt hnaſclf is ſaid to be the fickt fruits of them that ſlept, 1 Cor. 15. 20, 23. 
Further, as the Prieſt entred alone with the bloud for purification: So cwas 
Curift chat f trod the winepreſs of his Fathers wrath alone, of the people there 
was none with him.
